MURDER CONFESSION 
REPUDIATED BY TATE 


His Life and That of Wife 
Threatened by Sheriff, 
_ Prisoner Says.

MARION, IM., Sept. 23.—Robert 
Tate, smiling, tilted back on two 
legs of the witness chair in his 
trial for murder today, repudiated 
the confession which the | State 
alleges he made telling of his part 
In the murder of Jodie Herrington 
that he and Herrington’s widow 
(now Mrs. Tate) also on trial, 
might be married. His testimony 
was given before the Court in the 
absence of the jury, so the Judge 
could decide upon admission ofthe 
confession as evidence. 

Sheriff George Galligan threat- 
ened the life of both Tate and his 
wife and forced them to confess, 
the prisoner said. 

“Struck Me Over Head.” 

“Hle struck me over the head 
twice with his heavy keys and they 
kept me awake from the time I 
was arrested Friday night until I 
was forced to confess on Sunday,” 
said Tate. ‘“‘Did you see any sol- 
diers there?’’ asked Tate's counse]. 
“Yes, there were militiamen in 
uniform present on Saturday. Sher- 
iff Galligan said that the militia- 
men were keeping the mob offwbut 
that if we did not confess he did 
not think they could keep them 
away much longer,’ said Tate. 

“While you were in jail did you 
have anything to eat?” “Not un- 
th) Sunday morning, when I was 
given a glass of white mule and 
an egg sandwich,” he repled. 

Jailer Willlams, on the stand 
vesterday, said that he gave Tate 
his meals regularly while in the 
jail. 

Abuse Has Been Denied. 

Throughout the hour and 25 
minutes that he was up on the 
stand, the witness told of alleged 
abuse by the Sheriff, his deputies 
and newspapermen, which has 
been previously denied by witnesses 
on the stand. 

Judge Hartwell] also examined 
the witness as to the authenticity 
of the confession and ds to the 
abuses alleged to have been heaped 
upon him by the officers and oth- 
ers. His testimony. he told Judge 
Hartwell, was given of his own 
free willl. 

As Tate left the stand, Mrs. 
Tate was called to the stand by 
the defense to reiterate the alle- 
gations of her husband. 

Following testimony that the em- 
balming fluid contained no arsenic 
or lead poison the entire day yes- 
terday was devoted to arguments 
as to whether the confession was 
made voluntarily or under threats 
or with promise of a light sentence, 
Judge Hartwell is expected to ad- 
mit the confession. 

The story of the witnesses yester- 
day was that seated on the floor of 
an cell Mrs. Tate, who had confessed 
at that time. pleaded with her sec- 
ond husband that he confess his 
part In the murdering of her first 
husband. “Be a man, tote your 
part of the load. Don't be afraid 
they may break your neck, I'm al- 
ready six feet deeper under the 
ground than you are.’ Mrs. Tate 
was quoted as saying to her hus- 
band.

WOMAN TELEPHONE (MAYOR SUES TO 
OPERATOR MURDERED RECOVER INCOME TAX 


Miller Alleges $408 He Paid 
State ito Forestall Suit Was 
legally Assessed. 


Mayor Miller, who last week pald 
his State income tax for 1929, 
more than four years overdue, to 


forestall suit, today (filed suft 
against Collector Koeln to recover 
$408.23 of the amount, alleging 
that the provisions of the law un- 


der which his assesement was fixed 


were unconstitutional. 

The lezal point which the Mayor 
raises is that the income tax law. 
though requiring income from all 
sources to be reported as taxable, 
does not allow deductions for losses 
sustained in enterprises outside of 
the taxpayer's own business or pro- 
fesaion. 

On this ground, Miller withheld 
payment of tax on his 1920 income. 
due in 1921, until last week. and 
he has since 1923 refused to make 
any State income tax return. Mf- 
ler, in making this fact known sev- 
eral months ago. said that, as a 
lawyer, he had advised some of his 
clients to withhold returns on the 
same ground. 

Complaints in the Salt. 

In his suit, the Mayor says that, 

obeying the statute, he filed wich 


the City Assessor an income tax 


return covering his 1920 income. 


and stating the taxable amount as 


$9,302.76. The tax payable on that 
amount (at 1% #=~oper cent) wns

In transactions outside his regular 
business as an attorney. The As 
sessor, he says. i@nored thie clatm 
for deductions, and informed him 
that the statute did not authorize 
such deductions.

penalties of $194.46 have accrued.

The Turks claim that there ought not to be any 
dispute over Irak and would not be if the nations 
regarded Turkey as an equal. respected her rights 


as the rights of other nations are respected, instead 
of looking upon Turkey as a sort of ward and de- 
pendent of other nations. Hitherto Turkey has been 
regarded as the bad child of nations, to be spanked 
or coddied as occasion may require or as interest may 
suggest. Now, say the Turks, this must stop. Turkey 
must be treated as an equal, her rights must be re 
apected. 

Why ts Great Britain disputing over Irak with the 
Turks? What real rights has Great Britain in Irak? 
And what is at the bottom of the dispute’? Every- 
body who knows anything about the subject knows 
that it is not the interest of Irak that is under dis- 
pute, but greed for oil. If there were no oi! in that 


territory there would be sno British claims or 
‘any deep Turkish interest, although no doubt 
Turkey has the better case on account of 


‘claims of sovereignty as a part of the territory of 
Turkey, and on account of Turkish population. 
British claims are based wholly upon conquest and 
an arbitrary mandate from the League of Nations 
giving Britain a 25-year protectorate over Irak. In 
other words, Britain is an interloper who has gained 

a hold by conquest and possession, and wants to re- 
tain so much of a hold as will give her control of 
the Mosu! oi! deposits which lie within the territory 
‘of lrak. 
| In short, 
account of the old rules of war and diplomacy in 
which Britafn is playing the diplomatic part against 
‘actual rights claimed by Turkey. Turkey charges 
that the League in all this matter has been the mere 
‘tool of Britain, and it is impossible to deny the in- 
| fluence of Britain in the League of Nations would far 
exceed that of an outsider like Turkey, and a nation 
viewed generally as a mere pawn and disturber in 
Eastern Europe. 
| Another excuse of British for the pressure of Brit- 
ish claims is that the Turks are maltreating Chris- 
tians, slaying and deporting them wherever they have 
the power. This is the time-worn excuse for all the 
aggressions that have been made against Turkey, 
doubtiess true in many instances, bu. undoubtedly 
‘exaggerated. 

British representatives in the dispute before the 
League took such high ground that it is rather hu- 
‘miliating for Britain to recede. The question re. 
ferred to The Hague court, however, 
the power of the League to act and does not touch the 
merits of the dispute. There is still a chance for 
judicious action which will avert war and bring about 
a just settlement of the dispute. 

It would be a shameful confession of the futility 
of the lessons the nations ought to have learned from

‘lamity in itself, it is impossible to measure the con- 
| sequences of another war in the Near East. No more 
Gangerous fire could be started. We hopes, 
therefore, that right rather than greed will prevai! 
jim the councils of the League and of the nations in-
